Kegrfea from Pie Surrounding Wan- 
tai Inns Lathered at Swedes and 
Grinned When They Snw 


the Chief llxeentlvoL 


Swedes, Miss., Nov. 14.*—President 
Roosevelt and hts party arrived here 
shortly before 4 o'clock Thursday aft 
ernoon and in their Ranting togs start­ 
ed for the camp on the Little Sunflow­ 
er river. As tho distance Is about fif­ 
teen miles, and the trail is r/>ugh and 
bad. the chances are that It was after 
dark before they reached the camp. 
Bmedes is simply a siding on the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railway, 
where cotton Is loaded from the big 
Smede 
plantations. 
A 
plantation 
store and the residence of one of tho 
managers are the only structures ex­ 
cept negro cabins within sight. NV ork 
on the neighboring plantations was 
suspended and 
several 
hundred ne­ 
groes were at the siding when the 
train stopped. 
Most of the men sat 
on the cotton bales, but the black 
mammies and the ptekninnles stood 
along the track. 
They showed their 
white teeth in hard grins, but made 
no other demonstrations as the presi­ 
dent stepped from the train. 
He was 
clad in a hunting costume, kahaki rid­ 
ing trousers, heavy leather leggings, 
blue flannel shirt, corduroy coat and 
wore on his head a brown slouch hat; 
around his waist was buckled his cart­ 
ridge b elt‘and at his side hung his 
ivory handled hunting knife. 
Other 
members of the party also w’ore hunt­ 
ing suits. 
While toe guns, blankets 
and other small baggage were being 
loaded into a four-mule wagon, the 
president chatted with the manager of 
the Smede estate and. two ladles, who 
were great admirers of him, anil who 
had come especially to greet him. 
When all was in readiness Cie mem 
hers of the party, except Mr. Fish and 
Mr. Dickinson, mounted 
small 
wiry j 
tough looking horses, and dashed away , 
for the woods at a breakneck canter, j 
I .ie president's mount was 
a 
black 
horse. 
He did not look spirited, but j 
it was explained that he was just the 
sort of animal needed to force a way 
through the dense undergrowth.

Fish and Mr. Dickinson 
were 
too 
heavy to ride horseback and followed ( 
the others in a buckboard drawn by 
two mules. 
Two disappointments met the presi­ 
dent here, the first one was that Mr. 
Minguri, who had had much to do with 
arranging th*' hunt, w-as too ill to uio- 
reod to < amp, and the other was the 
story which came hack from camp that

(leer, which was jumped while Hoke 
Collier was on the trail of a bear. As 
there are only twenty-two dog- in the 
pack the split is very disquieting.
